Work begins on 
Vietnam tribute 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ground was broken Friday for 
the $7 million Vietnam Veterans Memorial — a stark 
granite monument almost as controversial as the bitter 

— conflicnrrecaiis. 

It was not the war — ended nearly a decade ago — but 
the 2.7 million who served In it and the 57,000 who died In It 
that the memorial remembers. 

Jan Scruggs, president at tbe tnemorla) fund, said they 
"waited a long time to get tbe recogniUon thU memorial 
provides." 

The groundbreaking ceremonies for the black granite 
monuraeht were both dignified and Joyous, framed by the 
music of the U.S. Marine band and highlighted by some 
120 veterans and othersieach turning over a shovelful of 
earth to begin construction. 

Project organizers bc^ to have the memorial finished 
In tliqe for dedication on Veterans Day, Nov. 11. 

Three years in the planning, the memorial Is being built 
in the Constitution Gardens section of Washington's 
grassy mall — with one of the long, arm-like polished 
walls stretddng toward tbe Washington Monument wblle 
the other reaches toward tbe Uncola Memorial. 

On e«b-or walb wUI be Inscribed the names of tbe 
57,692 known American dead and missing In the order of 
their death or dUan>earance. 

Between tbe two arms of the V, the ground will be 
evacuated and with the walls Installed at ground level, tbe 
arms will appear to recede into the earth at the ends. Atop 
tbe apex of the walls will be a flagpole with a plaque 
reading." A gift from tbe veterans of Vietnam to the 
ppc^le of the United States of America." 



The design, by competition winner Maya Ying Lin, was 
bitterly attacked by some Vietnam veterans and con* 
servatlvc columnists who charged that the V shap^ and 
the black granite really honored the antiwar movement, 
"and tbe memorial was a symbol more of America's defeat 
in Vietngim than a tribute to those who served.

Twin Falls financial audit shows some city funds actually increased

TWIN^FALLS — Municipal accotintEni^ 
1981 Intact, andsomearesbowlng gains, according 
to on audit presented to Twin Falls city ad- 
ministrators and council members this week. 
"Generally mealdng, we're in very good finan- 
_(;i4cMditton,'' City ManagerTom Courtney said 
after levlewlng ihe annual audit 'prepared' by 
Evans Condie and Co. of Twin Falls. 

"Without a doiibt. we were able to hold our own." 
. None^ of the city's departments overspent their 
budgets hi 1961 , he says. 

The city maintained reserves for each of Its 
"funds." Seven categories, among them the gener- 
al fund, the street fund and the wastewater fund, 
make iqt tbe dty bud^ 

Tbe audit shows the reserve portion of the $3.7 
million general fltod — tbe city's principal opcrat- 
tng account — rose by about 10 percent in 1981.

Lost year, the street fund showed s reduction In 
reserves, and the water fund had the smallest gain, 
_lcss than 1 percent, because of ddlnquc nl cus tomer 
accounts and other billing problems. 

Courtney says the reduction in the street fund 
stemmed principally from the decision to reduce 
street Ughtlog hi Twhi Falls. That move hivolved 
purchasbig Idaho Power Co. contracts In antlcipa- 

lionoffuturesarings. . 

The city's overall floanieial well-lwhtg, Courtney 
says, results nuUnly from City Council's con- 
servative spending, the returns on city money 
deposited in a Idgh-hilerest Investment program 
dnd the computcrtzatkm of record-keeping.
